Stock status and management guidelines for 2015 summer Chinook fisheries were presented in Summer
Fact Sheet #1 (June 10, 2015).

Stock Status and Management Guidelines
e TAC met yesterday and provided an in-season forecast of 108,000 adult Chinook and
500,000 sockeye returning to the Columbia River. The summer Chinook forecast is the
largest since at least 1960 and the sockeye forecast is the third largest on record.

e Based on the current forecast and management agreements a total 11,051 summer Chinook
are available for non-Indian in-river harvest downstream of Priest Rapids Dam and 5,000
sockeye are available for non-Indian harvest downstream of the Highway 395 Bridge. Treaty
fisheries are allocated 35,024 summer Chinook and 35,000 sockeye for harvest.

2015 Summer Season Fisheries
e Treaty commercial fisheries are on-going and have consisted of five weekly periods to date.
The fifth period was originally scheduled to conclude July 15. Platform and hook and line
harvest (above and below Bonneville Dam) is included in each week’s reported gillnet catch.

e Extending this week’s fishery by 24-hours is expected to increase catch by 500 Chinook, 300
sockeye and 110 steelhead over the 3.5 day fishery. Harvest totals are shown in the above
table.

e At this time, the tribes have not determined the structure for a gillnet fishery next week and
will wait until more is known about this week’s actual catches.



e Two non-Indian commercial fishing periods have occurred to date. Catch includes 3,298
Chinook and 315 sockeye. Catch to date currently represents 99% of the 3,315 adult
Chinook allocated. A third period is scheduled to occur this evening (7p Tuesday — 7a
Wednesday). Given the higher than expected landings for last week’s fishery, the catch for
this evening’s fishing period is now projected to be about 700 adult Chinook.

Fishery Recommendations

Treaty Commercial Salmon
e The four Columbia River treaty tribes have adopted the following regulations:

2015 Treaty Indian Summer Chinook Commercial Fishery

Extend the on-going season until 6:00 p.m. Thursday July 16, 2015.
All other regulations currently in place for this fishery would remain unchanged.

e Total catch projections for July 13-16 are 4,200 Chinook, 2,100 sockeye and 580 steelhead.

Non-Indian Commercial Salmon

Joint Staff Recommendation: 2015 Non-Indian Summer Chinook Commercial Fishery

Rescind the commercial fishing period scheduled for tonight:
7:00 p.m. Tuesday July 14 to 7:00 a.m. July 15, 2015

e The commercial fishery is projected to exceed the harvestable allocation assigned to non-
Indian commercial fisheries by 20% unless action is taken.

Future Meetings

e Depending on this week’s catches, the tribes may ask for a Compact Hearing for the
afternoon of Monday, July 20.
